IS DEAD 



Peacefully His life Goes Out 
At Afe Of 64-Caused By 
Heart Trouble. 

WAS A DEVOUT CHRISTIAN. 



The deatn ot Roliert B Allen n n 
Weduesday night was aopalling in its 
suddenness and the incident ca«t a 
gloom over all Mr Allen livd alone 
at bis blacBMintn shop on the road 
leading up the mil. On the night be 
tore be had attended prayer meeting 
and conve's-d freely with all : there 
was not the slightest complaint ot ill 
health. The next morning a neighlior 
attempted to arouse him, when the ter 
rible truth of bis death was discover 
td He lav peacefully in his bed . tbe 
cover was not disturbed, his overcoat 
drawn over hit feet. Not a sign 
of struggle could be tonud, and his 
lifeless body lay cold in the grasp of 
the great king, the features reinakably 
even and natural. During the night, 
and while in sleep, tne summons came 
What a Jpeaceful, pleasant ana de> 
suable ending : 

A Jury under the direction of the 
cotoner viewed the remains and ten 
dered a Verdict that heart failure had 
carried Mr. Allen away. He was not 
subject to ths complaint, but on one 
ier occasion bad experienced a 
smothering spell. The remains were 
borne to the home of bis daughter, Mrs. 
Sam Mason, Jr., and on Friday »t 
:30 the burial occurred fiom the M. 
I. church Rev B. F. Lawn, rn < ■.in- 
ducting the services. The burial was 
in Bawesville cemetery. 

Robert. H. Allen was 54 years old. 
Some time in 80's he served a term as 
Sheriff of Hancock county. His wife 
proceeded him to the giave by many 
years, and he was left with seven 
children. Two of them— Will and 
Frank— since died. There now temalns 
five children— Mrs. Fred Haenng, ot 
Owensboio: and Mrs. Sam Mason. 
Jr., Mrs. Orbia Mason, and Messrs 
Hoy and Harvey Allen of this city.

He was well lead, brilliant conversa- 
tionalist, a lover of music, stage critic, 
and an entertainer of the hlgnest tyiie.

HardinBbuig, Ky., April 3-Last 
Wednesday niornog John A. Coke, 
who lived a miles south of Hu.lsonville, 
was found dead In his back yard by 
P us Tne*er. on.- of the tenants on his 
place. He had been shot in the breast 
with a shot guu and had appsrently 
died instantaneously. Mr. Coke was 
a b chelor about 00 years old and lived 
by himself. He w;is a man who kept a 
good deal of money about his person 
anil in bis house, ami murder and 
roDlx ry w»re at once suspected Blood 
hounds were procured at White Mills, 
Hardin county, and as' a result of 
their tracking four men have 
lieen arrested and are now in tbe 
county jail charged with murder. They 
are Neal Holland. Frank Wnitworth 
Henry Nichols and Rob.it Clara 
While some people think the accused 
are goilty.it is but fair to them to say 
that thev dedaie their innocence and 
many believe tneir statements. The 
deputy sheriff Authui Beaid is now 
in that neighboihood and it is said 
other arrests will be uiHde. The house 
of Mr. Coke was found to have lieen 
rifled, but it is imjiossihle to state what 
was taken. It is known that #200 was 
overlooked by the robbers, as this 
amount was found by a relative secret- 
ed in the house. Miton Coke, a broth- 
er of the murdered man ai rived Friday 
and tbe funeral took place Saturday. 

The examining trial of tne accused 
oxu will taae place next Monday.

Joseph's father 
refused to sign away his birth-right, 
and withdrew his band from the coun- 
cil. In IMS, another council was held. 
A chief, named Lawyer, with authority 
of the tribe, sold nearly all 
of the Nez Perces country, Including 
the Wallowa Valley. The latter was 
the particular property of Joseph's own 
people; Its boundaries, for years, had 
been marked by poles: had never been 
disputed. The old chief said: "Inside 
Is the home of my people — the white 
man may take the land outside. In- 
side the boundary, all our people were 
born. It circles around the graves of 
our fathers, and we never give up their 
graves to any man." 

In spite of the treaty, the Indians re- 
mained In unmolested possessli 

to encroach upon the boundaries. The 
conditions threatened to become se- 
rious, and the Government asked for 
a treaty council. Joseph, owing to his 
father's age and blindness, represented 
his people. He refused to remove to 
the I>apwal agency in Idaho and give 
up the valley, so the council came to 
naught 

From that time on. the white settlers 
gave constant offense to the Indians. 
They stole their horses, drove off 
their cattle and branded the calves, and 
then claimed them. If speaks well for

One of the first cable pictorial de 
sc.riptions of the useful war automobile, 
as shown In the illustration, has just 
came to hand.

1 TO BLCOME AN AMERICAN INDUSTRY

The general policy of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been n> en- 
deavor to produce at home such plants 
as are grown abroad and shipped into 
the United States. This is Just as true 
with regard to luxuries as to neces- 
sities, and especially apropos Is Its 
reference to the Bermuda or Easter 
Lily. For some years efforts have been 
mad* to cultivate successfully the 
Easter lily in the South - astern States, 
but It has been found that the climate 
of that section is not as favorable for 
the lily bulbs as It Is in the Dermudas 
and Japan. 

Experiments have demonstrated that 
bulbs of the Easter Illy can bo carried 
over a season In cold storage; with a 
result that they ■ e benefited very 
materially as it subjects them to a 
condition approaching Mut existing in 
Japan, the native country of the spe- 
cies, where the bulbs are heavily rov 
ered with snow during the resting 
period. This discovery hat opened 
new possibilities in the cultivation of 
the Illy. Heretofore, bulbs have been 
planted in some parts of the South 
early In the fall, with the result that 
they sprouted considerably before coo] 
weather set In. Wlv n severe weathpr, 

ofYh" winter. d...-< .-..in.-. tliU u'r-wth 
Is killed and the plant more or less in- 
jured. During Hi" period before com- 
ing into bloom, the planta rendered 
■Ickly during the winter often auffer 
severely from lack of moisture, result- 
ing in poorly developed bulbs.

The following are some of its pro- 
visions: 

Every dog over four months old 
shall be taxed. 

Every person who keeps or har- 
bors a dog on his place, or allows 
it to be done, shall be considered 
the owner. 

The assessor shall note the name, 
kind, color, age and sex in the as- 
sessor's books. 

Elaborate provisions are made 
forproviding for the loss of sheep 
and claim* for damage shall be 
acted on by the fiscal court. 

The owner of the dog shall be 
•able for damages done bvdog.— 
>ut if the persons bitten are upon 
the premises of the owner at night 
no damage shall be allowed. 

A.11 dogs listed for taxation shall 
regarded as property and the 

ner may recover for all damages 
done to his dog. 

Every person who owns or har- 
bors a dog and fails to list it with 
the assessor, shall be fined ten dol- 
lars for each dog, and if he fails or 
refuses to pay the tax. he shall be 
fined $25 for each offense. 

The sheriff and his deputies and 
the constable shall kill or caused 
to be killed, all dogs on which the 
tax id not paid and shall be allowed 
nifty cents for each dog killed. 

Any person who shall put out 
poison upon his premises or else- 
where where the same may poison 
any dog shall be fined from $2 to 
$25 or put in jail for six months 
or both, at the discretion of the 
jury, and shall be liable for dam- 
ages to the owner of the dog. 

The tax is one dollai on each dog. 
The law contains many provisions, 
but these are the most prominent.

I earnestly recommend that Congress 
enact into law the suggestion of the 



American members of the International 
Waterways Commission for the preser- 
vation of Niagara Palis without waiting 
for the negotiation of a treaty. The Ihw 
can be put in such form that it will 
lapse, say iu three years, provided that 
during that time no international agree- 
ment has been reached. But in any 
event I hope that this nation will make 
it evident that it is doing alt in its pow- 
er to preserve the grtat scenic wonder, 
the existence of which, unharmed 4 
should be a matter of pride to every 
dweller on tliis continent.
